With this last requisition the Maharance has at 
last complied. 
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rigor which the importance of the subject would 
have warranted. It knew the good disposition of 
the late Maharaja, and was willing to attribute 
his failure to effect what was right to the want of 
Power rather than of Will. 

But the recent occurrences at Gwalior, and the 
changed spirit in which the administration has 
been conducted, no longer permit the continuance 
of this forbearance. ‘Lhe British Government 
must now peremptorily insist upon the adoption 
of permanent measures for the establishment of 
order upon the frontier, and for the future security 
of its subjects, 

‘The British Government has @ long deferred 
intervention in the distracted affairs of the Gwalior 
State, in the sincere hope that the Chiefs them- 
selves would establish, in supercession of the dis- 
graceful rule to which they have recently submit- 
ted, an administration willing and able to satisfy 
its reasonable demands, and to maintain the accus- 
tomed friendly relations between the two States. 

‘The British Government can neither permit the 
existence of an unfriendly Government within the 
territories of Scindiah, nor that those territories 
should be without a Government capable of coer- 
cing its own subjects, and of maintaining every 
where the relations of good neighbourlioad with the 
subjects of the British Government and its Allies. 

The deplorable events which have last oceurrad, 
at Gwalior, the hostile conflicts in the Camp 
before the palace of the Maharaja, and the prac- 
tical suspension of all Government in Mis High- 
ness’ territories, now impose upon the British 
Government the duty of intervention, not solely for 
the security of British interests, but for the ex- 
eention, according to its true spirit and intentions, 
of the solemn engagement of a ‘Treaty. 

By the ‘Treaty of Boorhanpoor contracted with 
the Maharaja Dowlut Rao Scindiah, the British 
Government engaged to maintain a force to be at 
all times ready on the requisition of the Maharaja, 
to protect the ,person of the Maharaja, his heirs 
and successors, to overawe and chastise rebels or 
exciters of charr gene in Liis Highness’ territories, 
and to reduce to obedtenee all offenders against His 
Highness’ authority. 

‘The tender age and the helpless position of the 
present Maharaja render it inipossible for him to 
address to the Britis: Government such form or 
requisitions for aid as circumstances would justify 
him in demanding, and compel him to demand 
under the provisions of the ‘Treaty of Boorhan- 

ar; but it would be inconsistent with the good 
faith, and injurious to the good name of the Bri- 
tish Government, were it tp permit this inability 
to demaud aid, which only gives the Maharaja new 
claims upon its protection, to deprive His High- 
ness of that friendly support in its utmost need 
which it was the intention of Maharaja Dowlut 
Rao Scindiah to secure for ever by that ‘I'reaty, to 
himself, his heirs, and successors. 

‘The Governor General will therefore direct the 
immediate advance of forces amply sufficient to 
effect all the just purposes of the British Govern- 
ment—to obtain guarantees for the future security 
of its own subjects on the common frontier of the 
two States, to protect the person of the Maharaja, 
to quell disttirbances within His Highness’ territo- 
ries, and to chastise all who shall remain in dis- 
obedience.

The British Army has entered the Territory of 
Seindiah, not ae an Enemy, but asa Friend to the 
Maharajah, bound by ‘Treaty to protect His Tigh-

rity against all who are disobedient and disturbers 
of the Peace. 

The Governor General has no object but that 
of seeing re-established in the Territories of Sciu- 
diah a strong Government, willing and able to 
preserve the accustomed relations of Friew:tship 
with the British Government and its Allies, a 
Government which may at all times do justice to 
the Army as well as to the people, but command 
both for the good of all. 

The Governor General cautions the evil advis- 
ers of the Maharanee, that they will themselves 
be held responsible for any resistance which may 
be offered to the measures deemed to be necesea- 
ty for the establishment of the Maharaja’a just 
authority, and for the security of his person and 
rights. *

The British Government desires only to esta- 
blish the just authority of the Maharajah over all 
his subjects, and to place upon firmer ‘and perma. 
nent foundations that friendship between the two 
States, which, for their mutual benefit, has existed 
so long, and which, not the British Government, 
but the evil disposed Advisers of the Maba Rance 
have now interrupted. 

The British Government kuows only as enemies - 
those who oppose its Armies, and are disobedient 
to the Maharajah and disturbers of peace. * 

The Armies will regard and treat as friends all 
peaceful Cultivators and Traders. ‘They will pay 
for all supplies brought to the Camp, give com-~ 
pensation for_all injury unintentionally done to 
property, and’injure no one but such as act hos- 
tilely. 

A strong Government having been established 
at Gwalior, capable of maintaining the Maharajah’s 
authority over all, and willing as well as able to 
preserve tranquillity on the common frontier, the 
British Armics will return to their own territory.

thing hereinbefore coytained to the contrary thereof 
in anywise notwithstanding ; and no Memberof the 
eaid Court Martial shall absent himself from the said 
Court during the whole course of the trial upon pain 
of being cashiered from the East India Company's 
Service, except in case of sickness, or other extraor- 
dinary and indispensable occasion to be judged of by 
the gaid Court.

B, Commander in Chief, and from Major General Grey, C. B., Commanding the Left 
Wing of the Army, detailing the Victories obtained at Maharajpore and Punniah by the Corps under 
the Command of those Officers respectively, on the 29th ultimo, over the Mutinous ‘Troops of Tis 
Tlighness the Maharajah Jyajee Rao Scindiah, is pleased to direct the re-publication of the same for 
general information. 

The President of the Conneil of India in Councii congratulates the community at large on these 
Urilliant successes, which, under Divine Providence, have been achieved hy the gallantry and prowess 
of H. M.'s and the Hon'ble East India Company’s Forces, and which cannot fail to contribute in an 
essential degree to the peace aud security of the British Empire in India. 

A Salute of 21 Guns will be fired this afternoon from the Ramparts of [ort William, in honor 
of the Victory of Mabarajpore, and a similar Salate for the Victory of Punniah.

The Governor General directs the pubi ion of the annexed despatch. 
the Commander in Chief, reporting the operations of the corps under His Excellency’s immediate 
command, and of that under the command of Major General Grey, against ‘he mutinous troops 
which overawed and controled the Government of His Tlighness the Maharajah Jyajee Rao Scindiat 
and attackedsthe British forces, on their advance to Gwalior to His Highness’ support. 

Vhe Governor General deeply laments the severe loss in kilied and wounded which has been, 
sustained ir these operations; but it has been sustained in the execution of a great and necessary 
service, and the victories of Maharajpoor and Punniar, while they have shed new glory upon the 
British Army, have restored the authority of the Maharajah, and have given new security to the 
British Empire in India. 

The Governor General cordially congratulates His Excellency the Commander in Chief upon 
the success of his able cornbinations, by which two victories were obtained on the same day, and the 
two wings of the army, proceeding from distant points, have been now united under the walls of 
Gwalior. 

‘To His Excellency, and to Major General Grey, and to all the General and other officers, and 
to all the soldiers of the army, the Governor General, in the name of the Government, and of all the 
people of India, offers his most grateful acknowledgments of the distinguished service they have per- 
formed; nor can he withhold the tribute of his admiration justly due to the devoted courage mani- 


fested by all ranks in action with brave enemies, who yielded their numerous aud well served artillery 
only with their lives. ‘ ;

The Governor General’s especial thanks are due to Her Majesty's 39th and 40th regiments, to 
the 2d and 16th regiments of native grenadiers, and to the 56th regiment of native infantry, which 
took with the bayonet the batteries in front of Maharajpoor. 


Her Majesty’s 39th regiment bad the peculiar fortune of aiding to the honor of having won at 
Plassey, the first great battle which laid the foundation of the British empire in India, the further 
honor of thus nobly contributing to thie, as it may be hoped, the last and crowning victory by which 
that empire has been secured. 


Her Majesty’s 40th regiment, and the 2d and 16th regiments of ative grenadiers, again 
serving together, again displayed their pre-eminent qualities as soldiers, and well eupported the 
character of the ever victorious army of Candahar. 


‘The corps of Major General Grey suddenly attacked at Punniar, after a long march, carried 
the several strong positions of the enemy with a resolution, no advantage of ground could enable 
him to withstand; and Her Majesty's 3d buffs and 50th regiment added new lustre to the reputa- 
tion they gained in the Peninsular war. 

Every where, at Maharajpoor and at-Punniar, the British and the native troops, emulating each 
other, and animated by the same spirit of military devotion, proved that an army so composed, and 
united by the bonds of mutual esteem and confidence, must ever remain invincible in Asia. 

The Government of India will, as a mark of its grateful sense of their distinguished merit, 
present to every General and other officer, and to every soldier engaged in the battles of Maharaj- 
poor and Punniar, an Indian star of bronze, made out of the guns taken at those battlea ; and all 
officers and soldiers in the service of the Government of India will be permitted to wear the star 
with their uniforms. 

His Excellency the Commander in Chief is requested to furnish the Governor General with 
nominal rolls of all the officers and soldiers engaged in the two battles respectively, in order that the 
star presented to each, may be inscribed with the name of the battle in which he was engaged. © 


A Triumphal Monument, commemorative of the campaign of Gwalior, will be erected at Calcutta, 
and inscribed with the names of all who fell in the two battles.

My Lorp, 

Your Lordship having witnessed the operations of the 29th, and being in 
ossession, from my frequent communications, of my military arrangements for the attack on the 
Mahratta army, in its strong position of Chonda, I do not feel it necessary to enter much into detail, 
either as to the enemy’s position, or the dispositions I made for attacking it; I shall here merely 
observe, that it was peculiarly well chosen, and most obstinately defended; indeed I may safely 
assert, that I never ‘itnessed pane better served, nor a budy of infantry apparently more devoted to 

the protection of their regimental guns, held by the Mahratta corps as objects of worship. 


| previously communicated to your Lordship, that my intention was to have turned the enemy’s 
left flank by Brigadier Cureton’s brigade of cavalry, consisting of Her Majesty's 16th lancers under 
Lieutenant Colonel McDowell, your Lordship’s body guard under Captain Dawkins, Ist regiment of 
light cavalry under Major Crommelin, C. B, 4th irregular cavalry under Major Oldfield, C. B,, with 
Major Lane’s and Major Alexander's troops of horee artillery under Brigadier Gowan; the whole 
under tha orders of Major General Sir J. ‘Thackwell, K. C. B. and K. H., commanding the cavalry 
division. 

With this force, the Sd brigade of infantry under Major General Valiant, K. IT., was directed to 
co-operate, consisting of Her Majesty’s 40th regiment of foot under Major Stopford, 2d regiment of 
grenadiers under Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton, and the 16th regiment of grenadiers under Lieute- 
nant Calonel McLaren, C. B. 

It is equally known to your Lordship, that I purposed to have attacked the centre with Briga- 
dier Stacy's brigade of the 2d division of infantry, which consisted of the 14th regiment native 
infantry under Lieutenant Colonel Gairdner, the 8ist native infantry under ttenant Colonel 
Weston, and the 42d light infantry under Major Nash, to which I attached No. (7 light field battery 
finder Captain Browne; the whole under Major General Dennis, commanding the 2d division of 
infantry. 

This foree was to have been avpported by Brigadier Wright's brigade, compossd of Her 
Majes 89th regiment commanded by Major Bray, and the 56th native infantry under Major 
Dick, with No. 10 light field battery under Brevet Major Sanders; Major General Litter, com- 
muauding 34 division of infantry, superintended the movement of this column. 

On the left of this force I placed the 4th brigade of cavalry under Brigadier Seott, C. B., of 
Her Majesty's 9th lancers, consisting uf the 4th light cavalry (lancers) under Major Mactier, art 
the 10th light cavalry under Lieutenant Colonel Pope, with Captain Grant’s troop of horse artillery ; 
with this force 1 purposed threatening the right flank of the enemy’s position. 

Your Lordship is aware of the extreme difficulty of the country, itersected by deep and almost 
impassable ravines, which were only made practicable by the unremitting labor uf Major Smith, with 
the sappers; and that I had to pass the Koharee river in three columns at considerable distances, on 
the morning of the 20th; but, by the judicious movements of their respective leaders, the whole 
were in their appointed positions by 8 o'clock a. m. about a mile in front of Maharaj poor. 

I found the Mahrattas had occapied this very strong position, during the previous night, by 
seven regiments of infantry, with their guns, which they entrenched; each corps having four guns, 
which opened on our advances. This obliged me to alter, in some measure, my disposition. 

Major General Littler’s column being exactly in front of Maharajpoor, 1 ordered it 1) advance 
direct, while Major General Valiant’s brigade took it in reverse; but supported by Majyr General 
Denniz’s colums, and the two light field batterie: 

Your Lordship must have witnessed, with the same pride and pleasure that 1 did, the brilliant 
advance of these columns under their respective leaders; the European and native soldiers appeating 
emulous to prove their loyalty and devotion. And here I must do justice to the gallantry of their 
opponents, who received the shock without flinching; their guns doing severe execution as we 
advanced, but nothing could withstand the rush of British soldiers. 

Her Majesty's 39th foot, with their accustomed dash, ably supported by the SGth regiment 
native infantry, drove the enemy from their guns into the village, bayonetting the Gunners at their 
posts. Here a most sanguinary conflict ensued, the Mahratta troops, after discharging their match- 
Jocks, fought sword in hand with the most determined courage. 

General+Valiant’s brigade, with equal enthusiasm, took Maharajpoor in reverse, and 98 guns 
were captured by this combined movement; so desperate was the resistance, that very few of the 
defenders of this very strong position escaped. During these operations Brigadier Scott was oppos- 
ed bya body of the enemy’s cavalry on the extreme left, and made some well executed charges with 
the 10th light cavalry, most ably supported by Captain Grant's troop of horse artillery and 41h lan- 
cers, capturing some guns and taking two staadards: thus threatening the right flank of the enemy. 

_ Inconformity with previous instructions, Major General Valiant, supported by the $d cavalry 
brigade, moved on the right of the enemy’s position at Chonda. During the advance Major General 
Valiant had to take, in suceeasion, three atrong entrenched positions, where the enemy defended 
their guns with frantic desperation; Her Majesty’s 40th regiment losing two successive commanding 
officers. Major Stopford and Captain Coddington, who fell wounded at the very muzzles of the guns, 
and capturing four regimental standards. This corps was ably and nobly supported by the 2d grena- 
diers, who coptared two regimental standards, and by the 16th grenadiers, under Lieutenant Colonels 
Hamilton and McLaren; too much praise cannot be given to these three regiments. 




















Major General Littler, with Brigadier Wright’s brigade, after dispersing the right of the enemy’s 
position at Maharajpoor, steadily advanced to fulfil his instructions of attacking the main position at 
Chonda in {ront, supported mosi ably by Captain Grant’s troop of horse artillery and the Ist regi- 
ment of light cavalry; this column had to advanee under a very severe fire over very difficult, ground, 
but when within a short distance, again the rash of thi Ith regiment, as before, under Major Bray, 
gallantly supported by the 56th regiment under Major Dick, carried every thing before them, and 
thus gained the entrenched main position of Chonda. In this charge, the 89th regiment lost the ser- 
vices of ts brave commanding officer Major Bray, who was desperately wounded by the blowing up 
of one of the enemy’s tumbrils in the midst of the corps, and were ably brought out of action by 
Major Straubenzee. ‘This gallant corps on this occasion captured two regimental standards. 

A small work of four guns on the left of this position, was long and obstinately defended, but 
subsequently carried, aud the guns captured by the grenadiers of the 39th under Captain Campbell, 




























admirably supported by a wing of the 56th native infantry under Major Phillips. 
Brigadier Cureton’s brigade of cavalry taking advantage of every opportunity, mancuvred most 








judiciously on the right, and would have got in rear of the positiog, and cut off the retreat of the 
whole, had they not been prevented by an impassable ravine. [witnessed with much pride the 
rapidity of movement of the three troops of horse artillery, which bore a conspicuous part in this 
well contested action, their leaders promptly brought them forward in every available position, and 
the precision of their fire was admirable. With the two light field batteries, | have every reason to 
be pleased : they well supported the high character of the Bengal artillery. 

Twas greatly gratified with a spirited charge made by Major Oldfield, C. B., of the 4th irregu- 
lar cavalry, who had heen left to cover Major Alexander's troop of horse artillery, and who charged 
by my orders a considerable body of the enemy’s infantry, who were moving off from the right 
position of Maharajpoor, Two guns and two standards rewarded this charge. 

Twas likewise much pleased with a charge made by my personal escort under Cornet Stannus, 
which did great credit to himself and the small body of the Sth light cavalry which formed it. 
eral acts of individual heroism oceurred on this : none exceeded those of Major General 
Churchill, C. B. Quarter Master General of Her Majesty’s forces in India, and Captain Somerset, 
of the grenadier guards, your Lordship’s Military Secretary, whom you kindly allowed to act on my 
staff, and whom T seut with Brigadier Cureton’s brigade, to communicate to me the movement of 
that corps. ‘These two gallant officers nobly fell, having received several wounds in personal 
rencontre. In Major General Churchill, Her Majesty's service will experience a great loss; he 
died during the uight, afier amputation of the leg; but Iam glad to add, there is every hope that 
Captain Somerset will do well, though severely wounded. Q 

I regret to say that our loss has been very severe, infinitely beyond what 1 calculated on; 
indeed I did uot do justice to the gallantry of my opponents. “Their force however so greatly 
exceeded ours, particularly in artillery, the position of their guns was so commanding, they were 80 
well served, aud deferminedly defeuded, both by their Gunners and their infautry, and the peculiar 
difficulties of the country giving the defending force so great advantages, that it could not be other- 
wise. + 

In the return of killed, [ have greatly to deplore the loss of Licutenant Colonel E. Sanders, 
C. B., of the engineers, than whom this army, with its numerous list of devoted soldiers, could not 
boast a more promising, nov a more enthusiastic office 

Ir ix also my painful duty to record my deep regret at the loss of a most valuable officer, Major 
Crommnelin, C. B., of the Ist light cavalry, who died of wounds received when nobly leading his corps 
in support of the 5th brigade of infantry. 

Your Lordship is aware, that I had collected a strong force in Bundlecund under Major Gene- 
ral J. Grey, C. 2. to co-operate with me, and that both corps crossed the Scindean frontiers, from 
the north east and south west at the same time. [It may therefore be necessary hore to observe, that, 
on finding that all your Lordsbip’s strenuous attempts to maintain those friendly relations, which 
had hitherto existed between the two Governments, were fruitless; and that the Mahratta army, the 
ruling power, appeared determined to rest the fate of their country on the hazard of a general 
action, I instracied Major General Grey, with the troops under his command, to push on as rapidly 
as practicable to Punuiar, 12 miles south west of Gwalior: thus placing the Mahratta army between 
two corps capable of supporting each other, should it remain in the vicinity of its capital, or of sub- 
dividing that army to repel or attack these two columns. ‘They adopted the latter alternative, and, 
under Divine guidance, the consequence has been most decisive and houorable to the British arms. 

I beg now to enclose Major General Grey’s report, detailing his movements and operations, 
which were as creditable to this meritorious officer, as the result has proved highly honorable to the 
brave troops he had under his command; aud J beg earnestly to draw your Lordship’s favorable 
attention to their conduct, and to the recommendations of Major General Grey. 

I beg also to bring to your Lordship’s notive the several officers named by those it. command of 
the separate columns. In this list J shall not re-name those, whom it is my intention to bring to 
your Lordship’s favorable consideration as commanding divisious and brigades, and on the staff, at 
the conclusion of this report. : 

Major General Sir Joseph Thackwell, commanding the cavalry division, mentions having re- 
ceived every asvistance from Captain Pratt, 16th lancers, Assistant Adjutant Gencral, Captain Clay- 
ton, 4th light cavalry, Assistant Quarter Master Geueral, and Lieutenant Pattison, 16th lancers, 
Brigade Major of cavalry, Lieutenant Cowelt, 3d light dragoons, Aid-de-Camp, and Captain Herries, 
3d light dragoons, your Lordehip’s Aid-de-Camp, who acted as Aid-de-Camp to Sir J. ‘Thackwell 
on this occasion, and Lieutenant Renny, of the engineers, attached to the cavalry division, 


























































































Major General Dennis inentions having derived every assistance from Captain MeKie, Her

Major General Littler strongly brings to notice Major Bray, commanding 89th regiment, 
(severely wounded) aud Major Straubenzee, of Her Majesty's 39th regiment, Majors Dick and 
Phillips, 56tb native infantry, Major Ryan, Her Majesty's 50th regiment, Captain Nixon, Her 
Majesty’s 39th regiment, Brigade Major, Captain Campbell, Her Majesty’s 39th, grenadier company, 
Captain Graves, 16th gronadiers, Assistant Adjutant General, and Licutenant Croker, Her Ma- 
jesty’s 39th regiment, Assistant Quarter Master General, Sth brigade of infantry, Captain Harris, 
70th native infantry, his Aid-de-Camp, and Captain Alcock, 46th, Captain Johnston, 46th, aud 
Lieutenant Vaughan, 21st native infantry, acting Aids-de-Camp. . . 

Major General Valiant has also strongly brough> to my notice the conduct of Lieutenant 
Colonel McLaren, C. B. 16th grenadiers, Lieutenant Colonel Ilamilton, 2d grenadiers, Major 
Stopford and Captain Coddington (both severely wounded) and Captain Oliver, successively com- 
manding Her Majesty’s 40th regiment, Captain Manning, 16th grenadiers, Captain Young, 2d 
grenadiers, Brigade Major, Qaptain Abercrombie, engineers, and Lieutenant Nelson, Her Majesty's 
A0th foot, his Aids-de-Camp. . 

Brigadier Gowan strongly recommends Captain McDonald, Deputy Assistant Adjutant General 
of artillery. . 

‘Although it was not their good fortune to come into action, I feel it due to Brigadier Tennant, 
and the officers-and men of the fout artillery, to express my thanks for the great exertions they made 
to bring up the heavy ordnance, which alune was prevented frdm opening on Maharajpoor by the 
rapidity of the movement of the attacking columns, and from the action having commenced earlier 
“han I expected. My thanks are likewise due to Brigadier Riley, and that portion of the 61h 
brigade of infantry which formed the rear guard, for the manner in which he protected and brought 
forward the immense train of stores, provisions and baggage which accompanied the army, over so 
great an extent of the enemy’s country. . 

l have thus, my Lord, attempted to detail a series of movements, many of which came under 
your Lordship’s observation, It now becomes my duty, as Commander in Chief of this army, to do 
justice to those gallant mem, who, I feel I can conscientiously assure your Lordship, merit my 
warmest apprebation ; and though it fell to the lot of some, us in all actions it must, to be more 
prominently forward than others, yet I am proud to say, L found in all arms the most animated 
enthusiasm, and the moet able support. 

‘To Major General Sir Joseph Thackwell, K. C. B., to Major Generals Dennis and Littler, and 
to Brigadier Gowan, commanding divisions, my best thanks are due, for the manner in which they 
conducted and led their respective divisions. 

‘Tu Major General Valiant, K. H, and Brigadiers Scott, Stacy, Cureton and Wright, I am equally 
indebted, for their gallantry and exertions in @ommand of brigades; and to the several officers com= 
mauding corps and troopa of horse artillery and light ficld batteries, named in a foregoing part of 
this despatch, I fev! called on to express my warmest approval. ‘I'hey nobly led and were guilanily 
supporied by the officers and men of their respective corps. 

1 beg to bring to your Lordship’s notice the high professional talents of Major Smith, from 
whoin | cerived every assistance, a3 well as from the several officers of the engineer’s dey-artment. 

‘To the General staff, | am greatly indebted; trom Major General Smith, C. B., Adjutant Gene- 
ral of Her Majesty's forces in India, and Major General Lumley, Adjutant General of the Army, 
Lexperienced the most cordial support. a 

‘To Lieutenant Colonel Garden, Quarter Master General of the Aimy, whose exertions were 
as creditable as they were unceasing, | am much indebted; to Major firant, Depuiy Adjutant Gene- 
ral of tne Army, to Major Barr, Assistant Adjutant General, Her Majesty’s forces, and to Major 
Drummond, Deputy Quarter Master General of the Army, 1 feel under much obligation, for ew 
zeal and assistance.

Sin, 
1 have the satisfaction to report to your Excellency, that the left wing of the army of 
Gwalior, under my command, yesterday obtained a complete victory over a large force of the Gwalior 
troops, under the command of Colonel Secunder, consisting of about 12,000 men of all arms, and 
captured all their guns, 24 in number, one standard, all their ammunition, and some treasure, Xe. 


Agreeably to your Excellency’s orders, I marched from Simmereea on the 28th instant, and 
encamped at Burka-ka-Sarai. I had information of the Gwalior troops being in position at Antree, 
7 miles in front of my camp, and of their intention of making a night attack. On the 29th (yester- 
day) I made one march to this place, 16 miles, being desirous of getting the narrow valley from 
Himmutghur to Punniar. ‘The enemy (as it afterwards appeared) marched from the Antree Pass 
early on the morning of yesterday by a parallel movement with the left wing, concealed behind a 
lofty and extensive range of hills, some miles distant on our right, and took up a strong position on 
the heigh@s in the immediate vicinity of the fortified village of Mangore, near Punniar, and com~ 
menced firing on my immense line of baggage. I immediately detached all the cavalry I could spare 
under Brigadier Harriott, and an addition of a troop of horse artillery under Captain Brind, which 
on approaching the baggage on the other side of the town of Punniar, tooh up a position, and return- 
ed the fire of the enemy with much precision and effect. Every attempt was made by Brigadier 
Harriott to attack the enemy, but from the ground being intersected by ravines, this able officer 
was prevented from bringing the cavalry into action, and proceeded with them to the rear guard, 
having passed under a smart cannonade. About 40’clock r.m, the enemy was observed to 
have taken up avery strong position on a chain of high hille, 4 miles to the east of our 
camp. 1 decided immediately to attack him, and detached Her Majesty’s 3d buffs and a company of 
sappers and miners to take up a position on an opposite ridge, followed afterwards to the right by 
the 39th regiment native infantry, consisting of 5 companies, until I could bring up the force, 


amounting to 2007 men, and then make an attack upon the enemy's left flank and centre, and drive 
him from the strong position he occupied; owing to the lateness of the day, it was some time before 
I could support the force 1 had detached. The buffs and sappers attacked the enemy's centre, ex- 
posed to a galling fire from their guns, but most gallantly carried every position before them, drove the 
enemy fromheightto height, and captured 11 of his guns andthestandard. I cannot sufficiently express 
now much indebted I feel to Lieutenant Colonel Clunie, who commanded the Buffs, for the gallant 
and judicious manner he took his regiment into action, and overcame ‘all obstacles. The wing of the 
39th native infantry with Brigadier Yates, was conducted to the crest of a hill commanding the ene- 
my’s left, and after pouring in a destructive fire, rushed down on him, and on approaching the nullah 
below was exppsed to a heavy fire from two guns, which they captured. Brigadier Yates, aud Major 
Earle, commanding the 39th native infantry, were both wounded at this place, and I have to thank 
them for the manner in which the battery was carried. 

The 2d infantry brigade, under the eommand of acting Brigadier Anderson, K.H., Her Majes- 
ty’s 50th regiment, arrived in time to put a finish to the action, and formed on the crest of the hill, 
and by a most gallant and judicious movement attacked the enemy's left and completely defeated 
him, taking the remainder of his guns. Ihave to return my thanks to Major White, who commanded 
the 50th native infantry, and took the 2d infantry brigade out of action, Brigadier Anderson, K. H., 
being wounded. Major Petit, commanding Her Majeaty’s 50th regiment, distinguished himself by 
the gallant charge down the hill he made at the head of his regiment. A wing of the 50th native 
infantry waa posted with the main battery of horse artillery which attacked the enemy’s right, and 
the remaindor accompanied the brigade. ‘The 58th native infantry supported Her Majesty’s 50th 
regiment, under the command of Captain Parker, who led his regiment into action much to his credit. 

Brigadier Biddulph, with 6 horse artillery guns, much distinguished himself by the manner he 
disposed of his battery, which silenced those of the enemy on the right, aud committed great havock ; 
he was assisted by Major Geddes, commanding the brigade of horse artillery, and by Captain 
Campbell, commanding the troop, whose fire on the enemy was particularly effective. Licutenant™ 
Olpherts, with 4 guns No. 16 light field battery, took up a position south of Mangore, and opened on 
the enemy’s centre as he retreated up the hills, Lieutenant Tombs, attached to the rear guard, 
with 2 guna of No. 16 light field battery, fired several shots with great precision and effect on the 
enemy's left. 





] feel indebted to Major Fitzgerald, of the lIth cavalry, who commanded the rear guard, for 
bringing up the whole of the stores and baggage of the army into camp this morning. 


Brigadier Stubbs, with the Sippree contingent under his command, moved out of his camp near 
Punniar in the evening, at my request, 10 oceupy the heights at the scene of action, to enable me to 
withdraw the force that had been eng:iged 2 hours with the enemy, 4 miles from camp, after a fa- 
tiguing march of 16 miles. This morning the sappers and miners and 2 squadrons of the 8th irregu- 
lav cavalry joined the contingent, who were fired upon by a party of the enemy. A few shots from 
the contingent aitillery cleared the ground and silenced the enemy’s only gun, and enabled Captain 
Christie, with the 8th irregular cavalry, to follow the broken enemy. 


I beg to draw your Excelleucy’s particular attention to the very valuable services I derived 
from Lieutenant Colonel Parsons, Deputy Commissary General, on all occasions, but more especially 
in the field yesterday. I have to thank Lieutenant Cunningham, Field Engineer, who turned on 
the enemy the gune first captured by the 3d buffs, and Lieutenant Maxwell, commanding the com- 

any of sappers, for their exertions, and for bringing the captured guna into camp over great local 
impediments. ‘ 

The conduct of Brevet Captain G. Reid, Assistant Quarter Master General, who accompanied 
the buffa into action, and by his gallantry rendered ma the greatest service, merits my warmest 
approbation; I have also to bring to your Excellency’s notice, the able assistance I derived from 
Captain Guyon, Deputy Assistant Adjutant General, and also from my Aid-de-Camp Captain Tudor, 
Her Majesty's 50th regiment, whom I particularly beg to recommend to your Excellendy, 





~ _ The enemy’s loss was most severe, but from the action closing at nightfall, many of his killed 
and wounded were carried off during the night, and it is difficult to forma correct estimate of his 
logs ; all his wounded fouad on the field were brought intocamp this morging, and are under medi- 
cal treatment. 


Owing to the strength of the enemy's position and the number of his guns, I regret to say that 
our loss has aleo been severe. 

___ My best thanks are due to all the troops employed on this occasion, for their unflinching stea- 
diness under heavy cannonade, and the conspicuous gallantry with which they stormed the euemy’s 
strong position. A portion of the Ist cavalry brigade under Brigadier Campbell, K. H., accompanigd 
the force as far as. the ground would admit, but [regret that aa opportunity was not afforded for 
actively employing them. 


Brevet Major Mainwariog and Captain C. Mainwaring, Sub-Assistant Commissaries General, 
merit my thanks, for the assistance they rendered me as extra Aids-de-Camp.

An Act for authorizing the institution of Suits in 
the Courts of Principal Sudder Ameens and Sudder 
Ameens. 





I. It is hereby enacted, that within the Terri- 
tories subject to the Presidencies of Fort William 
in Bengal, Fort St. George and Bombay, all Suits 
within the competency of a Principal Sudder 
Ameen or Sudder Ameen to decide, shall ordina- 
rily be instituted in the Courts of those Officers 
respectively. 


Il. Provided nevertheless, and it is hereby 
enacted, that it shall be competent toa Zillah or 
City Judge to withdraw such Suite from the Court 
in which they may have been instituted, and to try 
them himself, or to refer them for trial to any other 
Court subordinate to his authority, and competent 
in respect to the value of the Suit whenever he 
may see sufficient reason for so doing. 


Tif. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
there shall be more than one Principal Sudder 
Ameen, or more than one Sudder Ameen attached 
to the Court of any Zillah or City Judge, and not 
having any special local jurisdiction, it shall be the 
duty of such Judge to appoint from time to time 
the several Moonsiffs’ divisions which shall consti- 
tute the special local jurisdiction of each of such 
Principal Sudder Amecns and Sudder Ameens, 
and that each of such Principal Sudder Ameens 
and Sudder Ameens shall be empowered to take 
cognizance of all such Suits as are mentioned in 
Section I. of this Act, provided the landed or other 
real property to which the Suit may relate shall 
be situated, or in all other cases the cause of action 
shall have arisen, or the defendact at the time 
when the Suit may be commenced shall reside as 
a fixed inhabitant within the limits of such local 
jurisdiction as aforesaid. 


And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Zillah or City Judge to receive 
a Summary Appeal from the orders of any Princi: 
pal Sudder Ameen or Sudder Ameen, rejecting 
any Driginal Snit cognizable by him, and that all 
Rules applicable to Sumfhary Appeals from orders 
dismissing Original Suits on the ground of any 
default shall be applicable to the Summary 
Appeals given by this Act. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that in all Suits 
which in respect to value are cognizable by a 
Sudder Ameen, the same Stamps shall be suffici-
